22.— (Spe­ 
cial!—Daniel Herbert, aged 53, one 
of Salineville’s best known citizens, 
met with a fatal accident yesterday 
at noon. 
He was employed as a load­ 
er in the New Shaft mine, and con­ 
sidered one of the best informed min­ 
ers in Salineville. 
While he and his son Seth, aged 
about 18, were engaged in loading coal 
in the neck of the room, the slate 
fell from the roof on his arm and leg. 
crushing his arm at the wrist and el­ 
bow, crushing and mangling his left 
knee in a terrible manner. 
Thomas 
Wells and Thomas Milligan, slate men. 
were present when the accident hap­ 
pened. 
The slat** was not considered 
dangerous, but extra precautions had 
been taken to insure its safety. 
Despite this. a large amount fell on 
lie victim. 
As soon as the accident 
happened willing hands were at his 
side ami removed him to a place of 
safety. 
A car was procured and it** 
was taken to the outside ut Hie mine, 
where a conveyance was soon pro­ 
cured, and Ii** was moved to his home 
on the foundry hill. 
Three surgeons 
were soon at the home and began the 
work of dressing tip* wounds. 
An examination revealed that his 
left wrist was badly crushed 
and 
mangled, his left knee had been crush­ 
ed and the bonos were almost protrud­ 
ing through the flesh. 
The left arm 
at the elbow was also crushed. 
Many 
who saw the piece of slate that fell 
say that it weighed over a ton. 
Mr. Herbert died at 3:20 p. rn. 
Herbert had been a miner from his 
youth 
He is survived by a wife and 
four children. 
A brother. James, who 
was chief clerk in the railway mail 
service on the Ft. Wayne railroad, als*) 
survives him. 
He was a brother of 
Mrs. D. A. Davidson, wife of the deputy 
clerk of courts. 
The funeral will take 
place tomorrow. 
Coroner Jones returned a verdict of 
accidental death.

Tho dissatisfaction with the present 
plan of conducting county primaries 
as been gaining strength for several 
ears. ami with the last election Me* 
Umax was reached 
Many 
of 
tho 
prominent putty leaders 
throughout 
Ii** county were at a loss when asked 
o suggest a remedy, but the opinion 
.as 
announced 
(bat 
some 
change 
ould be made 
In this opinion lh** 
at.k and file of tin* party also showed 
prominently, ami when tho ratification 
m ooting was held at Lisbon following 
in* last county primaries it was tit 
ended by a large number of party men 
addition lo th** regularly elected 
ommitteemen. 


It wan shown at that time that there 
were Irregularities on the occasion of 
very primary election, urn! while this 
condition of affairs could not ho laid 
at the door of those who conrfttl^WTYlie 
lection In any precinct, It was deemed 
a wise plan to change the method. 
A number of tho party leaders fu 
ared a change, ami there were others 
at th '1 convention who advocated the 
appointment of a committee for tho 
purpose of lev isin g the rules 
It 
was 
the opinion of all (hut the alterations 
were absolutely necessary for the w*T 
ar** of the party, and after a lengthy 
llscussion of the merits of the ease, 
it. was determined that a committee 
o consist of at b ast one represents 
t h e from each township in the county 
should be appointed. 
The committee’s duties were clearly 
defined ami ll was thoroughly under 
stood thai 
tho 
Republicans or Hi* 
county experted the men to propose a 
plan thut would not only satisfy the 
element which 
wus 
objecting, 
but 
would afford relief for the candidates 
Tho committee's report Is complete 
but there are those in th** party win 
oppose the delegate plan 
ami 
will 
fight it to the bitter end. The senti 
m eat against the delegate s y s t e m is 
particularly strong in 
the 
southern 
portion of th** county, and the News 
Review bas taken th** trouble to f*< 
the leaders in this section as to how 
the report coincides with their per 
sonnl opinions. 
W. L. Smith, Liverpool township’s 
representative on the committee, was 
not in the city at the tim e the meet 
jug was held at*! tho report adopted 
He told a reporter that he had gem 
over the report briefly, and was not 
yet sufficiently familiar with Its 
I 
tails to express an opinion. 
Mr. Smith 
said: 
“It. was agreed at the tim** th 
committee was appointed 
that 
th 
best plan would be suggested, ami 
feel that the members of the commit 
tee, knowing them as I do, have adopt 
«<l and submitted to the party the very 
bent plan attainable.*’ 
J. J Purlnton, who was present at 
the last meeting of the county com­ 
mittee and made an aggressive fight 
in favor of a change in the present 
system, said: 
“I cannot see that, the 
plan suggested by the committee will 
have the desired result. Just. as much 
scullduggery can be practiced aa be­ 
fore 
East Liverpool and Wellsville 
will oppose the adoption of the plan." 
W. If. Hill stated he had given the 
m atter very little thought, but it was 
incomplete and would not. serve 
the 
purpose for whb Ii it was intended. 
K W. Hill, candidate for represen­ 
tative, said: 
"I am utterly opposed to 
the adoption of the report and will go 


and I will oppose the system first, last 
nml all Hie time. 
Joseph Betz: "I have not studied 
tho plan, but if it is an improvement 
over th** old system, I will favor It. 
If I understand it tightly, however, it 
binds the delegates to the successful 
candidate whether he Is the choice or 
not. 
Til** suggestion is not complete, 
amt the party as well as the candidate 
is bound to a body of men who have 
boon bucked and gagged even before 
they go to tho convention." 
ll N. H arker: 
"It has occurred to

City Solicitor O. IC. Davidson, 
who

people of the large cities, in that Sat-

wen* selected. 
"The whole scheme Is, In my opin­ 
ion. a stet) backward. 
The contention 
bas boon made in every community in 
he United States that the best and 
most satisfactory plan Is that which 
makes the selection of candidates, anti 
heir election by direct vote of the peo­ 
ple. 
The rank and fib* of the party 
have Insisted that United States sena­ 
tors should be selected by direct vote 
and als*) th** acceptance or rejection of 
(institutional amendments. 
I do not 
believe the Idea will suit the party, 
ami I know It does not suit me.” 
II. VV. Smith said: 
"The adoption 
of the plan would enable an unscrupu­ 
lous delegates to influence 
a 
largo 
number of votes easier and more com­ 
pletely than In any other manner. 
I 
ain not favorable lo the plan.” 
A largo number of other party men 
have been consulted ami will oppose 
the adoption of the new system. They 
assert the rules are Incomplete, ainee 
there Is no provision made for the pur­ 
ification of the election In itself. 
Ac* 
cording to tho new plun the delegates, 
ami the candidates as well, ar** voted 
for at 
the primaries ami they may 
or may not he as corrupt as they were 
alleged to have been before, so far as 
any regulations for the swearing In of 
the election officers 
are 
concerned. 
The majority of party leaders In B att 
Liverpool favor the adoption of some 
plan that will provide for th** holding 
of a primary election under a state 
law, as suggested by the News Review 
last, spring. 
If there is now no stat­ 
ute on the hooks which would apply, 
the next best thing to do would be to 
have a law enacted at the first oppor­ 
tunity covering the matter.
